Now is the time of year when most of the owners 
of America’s 7.5 million pleasure boats say a 
temporary farewell to their beloved craft until 
next spring. For 
some, the 
farewell 
is 
permanent, when owners decide to sell, dream­ 
ing hopefully of a bigger and better boat next 
year. 
Canny sailors are prowling the boat yards, 
look ing for bargains. They reason that the 
best time to buy is when other people want to 
sell. It has been estimated that between a half 
and three-quarters of all pleasure boats were 
purchased used by their present owners - which 
mak es used boats a big business and boat 
prices a subject of interest to a lot of people 
right now. 
And in these days of advancing technology, 
new materials and changing attitudes, a na­ 
tionwide survey just completed by Boats Un­ 
limited Corporation of Larchmont, N. J. re­ 
veals some startling information about boat 
prices. 
, 
The study covered outboard boats from 14 
feet to 19 feet long, of aluminum, plastic and 
wood construction. It finds that, for compar­ 
able craft in this size range, aluminum boats 
retained their price leadership throughout the 
size range, and from top to bottom of the 
price range. 
Equally important to most boat owners is the 
matter of resale value. Since old-timers on the 
water consider the most important factor is 
the boat’s actual condition in relation to its new 
equivalent, the survey calculated resale prices 
as a percentage of replacement cost. On a 
four-year average basis, aluminum boats at 
-resale commanded 71.5 percent of the 19 63 
price, plastic 65.5 percent, and wood 65.9 
percent. 
But it would seem that large numbers of 
boating enthusiasts have found these things 
out for themselves without benefit of formal 
research, since the Boats Unlimited people 
have also reported that while one-third of all 
aluminum outboard boat 
manufacturers had

SINGLE STANDARD: 
IT’S ABOUT TIME 
Within the next few week s, 
the residents of hundreds of 
communities 
throughout 
the 
country will be engaged in a 
mass moving of clock andwath- 
hands, the annual autumn transi­ 
tion from Daylight Saving 
to 
Standard Time. Operating on 
Standard time is something 
most of us tak e for granted, 
these days, but it was not always 
thus. Standard Time was not of­ 
ficially adopted in this country 
until 1833, and when it was 
first proposed, it k indled up 
almost as many arguments as 
might blaze into being if some­ 
one today were to suggest chang­ 
ing the colors of Old Glory 
from red, white and blue to 
orange, pink and chartreuse. 
Before the establishment of 
Standard Time, people set their 
clock s according to the actual 
moment the sun stood over a 
particular location. Every com­ 
munity operated on its own indi­ 
vidual time, and if the city 
spread out very far, the clock s 
on one side of town might be 
set a few minutes ahead or 
behind the clock s on the other 
side of town. Rather an in­ 
convenience if one was trying 
to get to the bank before it 
closed, or to mak e a train on 
time. 


It was this problem of mak ing 
trains as much as anything 
else that brought Standard Time 
into being. It was an Ameri­ 
can educator named Charles F. 
Dowd who first proposed the 
idea, but it was the railroad 
men of the United States and 
Canada who made it a reality. 
The notion was so resisted in 
some quarters that it was not 
until 1884, over fifty years af. 
ter Standard Time was adopted 
in the United States, that the 
idea of Standard Time zones 
was officially adopted by all the 
chief nations of the world. 
Now the surface of the earth 
is divided into 24 equal zones

Most people think of North 
America as being divided into 
four time zones: Eastern, Cen­ 
tral, Mountain and Pacific. Ac­ 
tually, there are more. First, 
east of the Eastern Time zone, 
there is the Atlantic Time zone. 
On the other side of the conti­ 
nent, west of the Pacific Time 
zone, there is Juneau Time, 
Central Alask an Time, and also 
Nome Time, representing a to­ 
tal of eight different time-zones 
on this continent alone. 
Our government has placed 
great emphasis on increasing 
the growth rate of our economy. 
It has pinned a great deal of 
its political prestige on its 
ability to increase the rate of 
growth of our national product. 
This is an objective which is 
sympathetically - or enthus­ 
iastically - regarded in busi­ 
ness circles. In our economy, 
the average businessman is both 
an expansionist and an opti­ 
mist.

And, while we are busy at 
home, we will be facing a differ­

abroad. In the European Eco­ 
nomic Community, we will face 
stiff competition, and we will 
have to become flexible enough 
to join in that competition, hold­ 
ing our share of mark ets and in­ 
creasing it. 
In Latin America, the Orient, 
and Africa, emerging nations 
and newly industrialized na­ 
tions will offer both great prob­ 
lems andgreatopportunitiesfor 
mark eting and growth.

Hour Work Week In Off-The- 
Record White House Talk With 
Labor Chiefs 
By Victor Riesel 
Washington, D. C.: -- Lyndon 
Johnson isn’t tak ing anything 
for granted — not even his 
powerful labor support. Last 
Tuesday he staged a gathering 
in the White House's 
E a s t 
Room with the k ind of sk illful 
personal direction that would 
mak e Darryl Zanuck appear 
an amateur. He not only staged 
and directed it — he starred 
with an unreported, off-the- 
record speech which the union 
chiefs say was the most im­ 
passioned 
soliloquy 
they've 
ever heard. 
During this talk he disclosed 
his plans for America during 
the years to come if he is 
elected. Mr. Johnson verbalized 
their own visions. It was as 
though he had long been one 
of those inside their own high 
councils. 
He began his stage craft at 
11 a.m., Sept. 1., by personal­ 
ly putting in a phone call to 
Mr. Labor, otherwise k nown 
as AFL-CIO President George 
Meany. The latter had oeen 
chairing the annual meeting of 
the AFL-CIO 
166 - man Gen­ 
eral Board made up of the 
leaders of all the federation's 
unions. 
They were meeting of course, 
for the specific purpose of en­ 
dorsing Mr. Johnson and blast­ 
ing Senator Barry Goldwater. 
The highlight of their one- 
day session was to have been 
a speech by Senator Hubert 
Humphrey in the Hotel Statler- 
Hilton conference room later 
in 
the 
day. But President 
Johnson told “ George” this 
would not do. Just bring the 
entire board over to the White 
House at 3:30, the President 
said. He too wanted to talk 
to the men who led most of 
America’s unionized men and 
women. 


The 
General 
Board walk ed 
over and was soon in the East 
Room seated in a circle around 
two 
men 
— 
“ LBJ” 
and 
“ HHI1” . Meany spent two min­ 
utes 
formally 
greeting the 
President. 
Mr. Johnson re­ 
sponded with a stiff 12-minute 
talk . Then Mr. Humphrey said 
the 
usual 
things 
about the 
work ing people and who their 
friends were. Mr. Johnson then 
look ed about a*, ’.ae ftras 
0? 
men who, themselves, 
have 
launched 
thousands of cam­ 
paigns. It all leem ed too polite, 


too formal. 
He strode into the center of 
this circle of veterans of many 
political and industrial wars. 
He told them he and they were 
allies. He spok e of their own 
goals as though he had read 
every resolution ever written 
by AFL-CIO staffers. It was 
more than a pep talk . It was a 
program -- though Mr. John­ 
son did not have a note in his 
hand. They were impressed by 
the specifics of it. 
What surprised most of them 
was the President’s pledge to 
help them get a shorter work 
week . This is their basic goal 
— a statutory 35-hour week for 
40 hours pay. They could not 
get such a promise from Su­ 
preme Court Justice Arthur 
Goldberg when he was secre­ 
tary of labor. They could not 
get it from John F. Kennedy. 
They k new that such Cabinet 
members as Secretary of the 
Treasury Douglas Dillon and 
other economic, and fiscal ad­ 
visors had been warning Mr. 
Johnson not to yield to this 
clamoring demand of the labor 
leaders. 
But, instead of stick ing to 
phrases lik e a “ better Amer­ 
ica,” he gave them his flat 
promise. 
To 
this he added 
pledges of wider federal so­ 
cial programs and more spend­ 
ing for massive projects. 
Then he spok e of the political 
wars and- how he needed their 
help to defeat Sen. Goldwater. 
He reeled off the results of all 
sorts of polls — what women, 
young voters and Negroes were 
think ing politically, where he 
was stronger and where he was 
running behind the Arizonan and 
how Mr. Humphrey was doing 
in all parts of the country. 
The labor men cheered when 
It was over. But the master 
showman was not yet finished. 
He had personally arranged for 
a photographer and a receiving 
line. He stood and shook hands 
with each union president -- 
as the camera click ed at the 
handclasp. Soon hundreds of 
union publications will show 
Mr. 
Johnson and the union 
chiefs in cordial conversation. 
Finally, the labor men went 
to the 
state dining room for 
Scotch and Bourbon and the 
talk of raising monev and 
man­ 
power for the big drive 
There is far more to their 
enthusiasm than a united op­ 
position to Barry Goldwater. 
Fact Is that Mr. Johnson lias 
pledged far more than the com­ 
bined promises of all recent 
Democratic presidents.

FACTS AFLOAT 
Now is the time of year when most of the owners 
of America’s 7.5 million pleasure boats say a 
temporary farewell to their beloved craft until 
next spring. For 
some, the 
farewell 
is 
permanent, when owners decide to sell, dream­ 
ing hopefully of a bigger and better boat next 
year. 
Canny sailors are prowling the boat yards, 
looking for bargains. They reason that the 
best time to buy is when other people want to 
sell. It has been estimated that between a hall 
and three-quarters of all pleasure boats were 
purchased used by their present owners - which 
makes used boats a big business and boat 
prices a subject of interest to a lot of people 
right now. 
And in these days of advancing technology, 
new materials and changing attitudes, a na­ 
tionwide survey just completed by Boats Un­ 
limited Corporation of Larchmont, N. J. re­ 
veals some startling information about boat 
prices. 
The study covered outboard boats from 14 
feet to 19 feet long, of aluminum, plastic and 
wood construction. It finds that, for compar­ 
able craft in this size range, aluminum boats 
retained their price leadership throughout the 
size range, and from top to bottom of the 
price range. 
Equally important to most boat owners is the 
matter of resale value. Since old-timers on the 
water consider the most important factor is 
the boat’s actual condition in relation to its new 
equivalent, the survey calculated resale prices 
as a percentage of replacement cost. On a 
four-year average basis, aluminum boats at 
-resale commanded 71.5 percent of the 1963 
price, plastic 65.5 percent, and wood 65.9 
percent. would seem that large numbers of 
enthusiasts have found these things 
themselves without benefit of formal 
research, since the Boats Unlimited people 
have also reported that while one-third of all 
aluminum outboard boat 
manufacturers had 
sales of over $1 million in 1962, only 14.97 
percent of plastic boat builders and 11.6 per­ 
cent of wood boat manufacturers reached that 
level.

And It ought to be of special 
interest to organizations which 
are trying to influence the pub­ 
lic attitude toward careful driv­ 
ing, periodic health checkups 
and other comm asense pre­ 
cautions which are distasteful 
because there is ne logical arg­ 
ument against them.

taneous, so massive that there 
is absolutely no choice except 
to do what is sensible and prud­ 
ent.

SINGLE STANDARD: 
IT'S ABOUT TIME 
Within the next few weeks, 
the residents of hundreds of 
communities 
throughout 
the 
country will be engaged in a 
mass moving of clock andwath- 
hands, the annual autumn transi­ 
tion from Daylight Saving 
to 
Standard Time. Operating on 
Standard time 
is something 
most of us take for granted, 
these days, but it was not always 
thus. Standard Time was not of­ 
ficially adopted in this country 
until 1833, and when it was 
first proposed, it kindled up 
almost as many arguments as 
might blaze into being if some­ 
one today were to suggest chang­ 
ing the colors of Old Glory 
from red, white and blue to 
orange, pink and chartreuse. 
Before the establishment of 
Standard Time, people set their 
clocks according to the actual 
moment the sun stood over a 
particular location.

of 15 degrees each, correspond­ 
ing with the 24 hours of the day. 
At sea, these zones are rigidly 
observed by ships, but on land, 
the boundaries of the zones zig­ 
zag a bit to follow the border 
of a country or a state or a 
city. If it were not for this 
zigging and zagging, we would 
be in the same predicament 
we were in before the adop­ 
tion of Standard Time, and 
clocks on one side of town might 
be different from those on 
another. 
Most people think of North 
America as being divided into 
four time zones: Eastern, Cen­ 
tral, Mountain and Pacific. Ac­ 
tually, there are more. First, 
east of the Eastern Time zone, 
there is the Atlantic Time zone. 
On the other side of the conti­ 
nent, west of the Pacific Time 
zone, there is Juneau Time, 
Central Alaskan Time, andalso 
Nome Time, representing a to­ 
tal of eight different time-zones 
on this continent alone. 
Our government has placed 
great emphasis on increasing 
the growth rate of our economy. 
It has pinned a great deal of 
its political prestige on its 
ability to increase the rate of 
growth of our national product. 
This is an objective which is 
sympathetically — or enthus­ 
iastically - regarded in busi­ 
ness circles. In our economy, 
the average businessman is both 
an expansionist and an opti­ 
mist.

It is important to us as a 
nation that this growth rate be 
accelerated.

many older people. We will have 
to provide educational and train­ 
ing facilities for one group, 
and we will have to provide 
medical, recreational, and vo­ 
cational facilities for the oth­ 
er. In any case, it will be a 
severe test of ouy social in­ 
ventiveness 
and out social 
imagination. 
And, while we are busy at 
home, we will be facing a differ­ 
ent 
and 
difficult 
prospect 
abroad. In the European Eco­ 
nomic Community, we will face 
stiff competition, and we will 
have to become flexible enough 
to join in that competition, hold­ 
ing our share of markets and in­ 
creasing it. 
In Latin America, the Orient, 
and Africa, emerging nations 
and newly industrialized na­ 
tions will offer both great prob­ 
lems a n d great opportunities for 
marketing and growth.

If the weeds grow so high around the stop 
sign on a corner that another driver fails to

Last 
Tuesday he staged a gathering 
in the White House's E a s t 
Room with the kind of skillful 
personal direction that would 
make Darryl Zanuck appear 
an amateur. He not only staged 
and directed it — he starred 
with an unreported, off-the- 
record speech which the union 
chiefs say was the most im­ 
passioned 
soliloquy 
they’ve 
ever heard. 
During this talk he disclosed 
his plans for America during 
the years to come if he is 
elected. M r. Johnson verbalized 
their own visions. It was as 
though he had long been one 
of those inside their own high 
councils. 
Ho began his stage craft at 
ll a.m., Sept. I., by personal­ 
ly putting in a phone call to 
Mr. Labor, otherwise known 
as AFL-CIO President George 
Meany. The latter ha1 aeon

By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
presidential campaign is on its 
way —but y o u’ll need a score* 
card to keep up with the two 
candidates: President Johnson 
and Sen. Barry Goldwater. 
Before a Labor Day rally in 
Detroit Monday Johnson called 
for unity , which is what the 
Democratic platform called for 
two weeks ago. But Johnson 
made headlines with a not-new 
attack on Goldwater. 
He shouted “ no president of 
the United States can give up 
responsibility for deciding when 
or if to use nuclear weapons.** 
The Democratic platform al­ 
ready had said the President 
alone must control the use of 
nuclear weapons. 
Last Aug. 25 in Cleveland, 
Goldwater made a suggestion to 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
which wasn’t new with him, 
either, that the NATO allies 
should be given their own stock 
of “ small, 
tactical, nuclear 
weapons, what truly may be 
called conventional weapons’* 
and 
the NATO commander 
should have more control over 
them.” Goldwater had said that 
before. 
But Johnson answered Mon­ 
day to an estimated 100,000 
people 
in 
Cadillac Square: 
“ Make no mistake, there is no 
such thing as a conventional 
nuclear weapon.” His adminis­ 
tration had answered Goldwater 
on that before. 
Two day s after Goldwater*s 
August talk to the veterans, 
Cy rus R. Vance, deputy secre­ 
tary of defense, told the same 
group that to call tactical nu­ 
clear weapons small and con­ 
ventional is “ dangerously mis­ 
leading.” 
He said the ty pical tactical 
nuclear weapons has several 
times the y ield of the single 
bomb which destroy ed Hiroshi­ 
ma and that “ the largest block­ 
busters of World War Ha re like 
hand grenades” compared to 
the 
support weapons in the 
hands of a single infantry divi­ 
sion today .

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
presidential campaign is on its 
way—but you'll need a score­ 
card to keep up with the two 
candidates: President Johnson 
and Sen. Barry Coldwater. 
Before a Labor Day rally in 
Detroit Monday Johnson called 
for unity, which is what the 
Democratic platform called for 
two weeks ago. But Johnson 
made headlines with a not-new 
attack on Coldwater. 
He shouted “ no president of 
the United States can give up 
responsibility for deciding when 
or if to use nuclear weapons." 
The Democratic platform al­ 
ready had said the President 
alone must control the use of 
nuclear weapons. 
Last Aug. 25 in Cleveland, 
Coldwater made a suggestion to 
the V eterans of Foreign W ars 
which w asn't new with him, 
either, that the NATO allies 
should be given their own stock 
of “ sm all, 
tactical, 
nuclear 
weapons, what truly may be 
called conventional weapons" 
and 
the 
NATO 
commander 
should have m ore control over 
them ." Coldwater had said that 
before. 
But Johnson answered Mon­ 
day to an estim ated 100,000 
people 
in 
Cadillac Square: 
“ Make no m istake, there is no 
such thing a s a conventional 
nuclear weapon." His adm inis­ 
tration had answ ered Coldwater 
on that before. 
Two days afte r Goldwater's 
August talk to the veterans, 
Cyrus R. Vance, deputy secre­ 
tary of defense, told Hie same 
group that to call tactical nu­ 
clear weapons sm all and con­ 
ventional is “ dangerously mis­ 
leading." 
He said the typical tactical 
nuclear weapons has several 
tim es the yield of the single 
bomb which destroyed Hiroshi- 
ma and that “ the largest block­ 
b usters of World War H arelike 
hand grenades” com pared to 
the 
support weapons in die 
hands of a single infantry divi­ 
sion today. 
Following the two sides on die 
subject of the draft is dizzy 
business. 
When Adlai E. Stevenson was

Dem ocratic 
presidential 
candidate in 1956 he suggested 
the draft “ be ended at the 
earliest possible m om ent."

Is th is th e spirit of in div idu al 
en terprise? Or is it strategy to 
cage more v otes? 
Stran ge, too, is th e fact th at 
ou r gov ern men t, wh ich is su p­ 
posed to h e th e serv an t an d n ot 
th e m aster of th e people an d 
wh ich is su pposed to rely on 
th e ju dgemen t of an in formed 
citizen ry , spen ds so mu ch of its 
tim e an d en ergies h idin g th e 
tru th from th e pu blic. 
For ex ample, do y ou kn ow* 
th e real facts of th e Bobby 
Baker case ? You probably don ’t 
an d probably n ev er will. Th e 
Sen ate Ru les Committee’s Dem­ 
ocratic majority en ded its in ­ 
v estigation with th e remark 
th at Mr. Baker was gu ilty of 
“ g ross im proprieties.” B u t 
wh at abou t th ose h igh -ran kin g 


gov ern men t officials wh o, ac­ 
cordin g to well-fou n ded ru mors, 
con spired with Baker in th ose 
“improprieties” ?

Th e Admin istra­ 
tion 's cu rren t “War on Pov ­ 
erty ”, for ex ample, ha.> been 
referred to v ariou sly as a 
smokescreen , red h errin g an d a 
th in ly disgu ised appeal for 
v otes come n ex t Nov ember. At 
an y rate, it someh ow man ages 
to create th e impression th at 
pov erty an d way s to combat it 
are bran d-n ew discov er ies made 
possible by th e all kn owin g 
wisdom of th e Wh ite Hou se 
staff. Bu t th e tru th is th at th e 
Federal gov ern men t is already 
admin isterin g 42 differen t pro­ 
grams design ed to ov ercome th e 
cau ses of pov erty . Th eir com­ 
bin ed appropriation s for 19G4 
add u p to $32 billion .

staff. But the truth is that the 
Federal government is already 
administering 42 different pro­ 
grams designed to overcome the 
causes of poverty. Their com­ 
bined appropriations for 1964 
add up to $32 billion.

Suffridge of the retail clerks, 
Maurice Hutcheson of the car­ 
penters, and Lee Minton of the 
glass bottle blowers, all Re­ 
publicans, had joined in the 
unanimous endorsement. 
“ I might also tel you, Mr. 
President,** said Meany “ that 
Lee Minton seconded the mo­ 
tion to endorse you, offered by 
David McDonald of the Steel­ 
workers. That's as about as 
unanimous as you can get.” 
Meany then read one para. 
graph of labor's pro. John son 
statement declaring: 
“ When 
tragedy thrust upon him the 
duties 
of 
President, Lyndon 
Johnson undertook, with unsur­ 
passed vigor, the task of ful­ 
filling the program launched by 
John F. Kennedy.

status. They don't attend meet­ 
ings and have forgotten the 
great advances labor unions got 
for them.”

Today Labor Day is just an- 
oflier holiday, the last chance of 
toe summer to get to the moun­ 
tains and the beaches.

-- South Grade housed all the 
city's school 
children. 
The 
Methodist College, built In 1892, 
was the first high school. It 
was the work of JohnM. Crewe, 
pastor of the Sikeston Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, who 
came to town that year. 
From the careful scrutiny of 
old records and photographs, 
plus reading newspapers from 
the early 1900*s this writer is 
led to understand South Grade 
became the first high school 
in the city' In 1906. 
It Is known that a tenth grade 
commencement was 
held In 
1902, when five students were 
graduated. The five were Mable 
Matthews, 
now 
Mrs. Lewis 
Baker, Lynn Stallcup, Lyman 
Bowman, Murray Q. Tanner, 
and Ed Osborne. 
The first graduating class 
from a four-year Sikeston high 
school entered the city's history 
in 1904. The four graduates 
were Eula Bowman, now Mrs. 
WHI Shanks, River Clear, now 
Mrs. W. H. Tanner, Sue Baker, 
now Mrs. Sue Hlnchey, and 
Harold Hess. 
The Methodist College served 
the city until a public high 
school was started, which could 
have been as early as 1900 
or as late as 1908. 
But the date 1906 can claim 
distinction as the first year 
for a public high school. 
Two dates are certain: by 
1908, a Sikeston public high 
school did exist; in 1915, the 
first public high school build­ 
ing was built. 
After the north wing of the 
South Grade School had been 
in use eight years, the southern 
addition was erected, in 1908. 
Two years before, Ralph. R. 
Bailey had become superin­ 
tendent of the school system, 
and in 1908, there were enough 
boys in the high school to start 
a football team. 
A photograph taken in 1908 
shows Bailey with the total 
male enrollment of the school, 
and the entire football team — 
15 boys. 
A lear later, the Bulldogs — 
although they weren't called 
that — stood ll strong as they 
posed on the east steps of the 
north building of South Grade 
for a team picture. 
And significantly, the foot­ 
ball held by one of the play­ 
ers is marked “ SHS 1909". 
Hence, this writer concludes 
that the 
school officials saw 
the need for another building 
by 1906, when the high school 
and elementary enrollment was 
too large for the north building. 
And too, it seems logical that 
the townspeople would see fit 
to 
employ 
a superintendent 
when the school system became 
complete. Bailey became sup­ 
erintendent in 1906. 
The old high school, now the 
Middle School, was completed 
in 1915, and South Grade be­ 
came an elementary school once 
again. 
In 1930, the formal instruc­ 
tion was given to 746 students 
in the bra buildings, and The 
Daily Standard editorially com­ 
plained that “ classrooms built 
for 30 students are now housing 
46." 
As elementary schools were 
built in different sections of 
Sikeston — Lee Hunter on the 
north, Matthews on the east, 
and the Airport school became 
completely elementary — South 
Grade loomed larger as a black 
sheep in the new fold.

Age took its toll. The mortar 
between the bricks has loosened, 
the windows aren’t as tight a.1 
they once were, and the steps 
have been worn smooth. 
But what age has left undone,* 
vandals have done.

gutter-type 
politics.*' 
Shepley has charged that 
even though Hearnes was op­ 
posed b y “ Hie Estab lishment,** 
centered around the Central 
Missouri Trust Co. of Jefferson 
City, he now has made peace 
with it and will have its support 
in die general election. 
Shepley also has charged that 
Hearnes put pressure on Dalton 
to abandon his idea of calling a 
special legislative session to 
appropriate money for income 
tax rebates and to make the 
s&les-use tax a gross receipts 
tax . 
Hearnes called b oth charges 
“ loose and unfounded state­ 
ments.** 
He said he opposed the re- 
election of Burleigh Arnold, 
Central Missouri's trust of­ 
ficer, as a memb er of the Demo­ 
cratic state committee b ut took 
no action to prevent it. Hearnes 
said he did not inject himself 
in any of the Congressional dis­ 
trict meetings of the Demo­ 
cratic party . 
“ I have not and will not make 
any peace with the Central Mis­ 
souri Trust Co. and this should 
close 
the matter,** Hearnes 
said. 
He said he was sure Central 
Missouri Trust was capab le of 
handling state fiscal b usiness as 
the government’s b iggest de­ 
pository b ut he was sure the 
Ex change National Bank, the 
other hanking institution in this 
capital city, also was qualified 
to handle the state's b usiness. 
He was opposed to the idea 
of a special session, he said, un­ 
less it was confined to appro­ 
priating money for income tax 
rebates. But Dalton’s plan to 
include also a revision of the 
sales-use tax law was ready­ 
made for political purposes, 
Hearnes said. 
Dalton wanted to change the 
law to assure that purchase of

is a good place for both fescue 
and orchard grass in the pasture 
program on many farms. 
Speaking of palatability, I think 
there is one fact that we Just 
have to face here in this area, 
and that is that we do not grow 
very palatable grasses here. 
As you know brome grass which 
is grown to the north of us is 
considered to be one of the most 
palatable pasture grasses. Even 
brome grass is not very pala­ 
table when grown in this area. 
Our climatic conditions here 
are just not conducive to the 
production of palatable grasses. 
One important thing to think 
about as fax as palatability is 
concerned is including Ladino 
Clover in the pa sure mixture. 
Pastures with a good mixture 
of Ladino are much more pala­ 
table than pastures consisting 
of grasses alone. This is evi­ 
denced by the fact that cattle 
usually show a preference for 
those spots in the pasture field 
where the Ladino is heaviest. 
Now, I realize that there is a 
certain amount of danger of 
bloat in cattle where Ladino is 
used, and some farmers are re­ 
luctant to use as much Ladino 
as they should because of this 
danger. Farmers have learned, 
however, 
that 
with 
proper 
management of cattle on pas­ 
ture, bleat can be held to a 
minimum. Ladino will do much 
to improve the palability of the 
pasture and increase livestock 
gains from pastures; therefore, 
we suggest that seeding rates 
recommended by the University 
of Missouri College of Agricul­ 
ture be followed as far as both 
Ladino and grasses are con­ 
cerned. 
The recommended time for 
seeding permanent pastures is 
September I to 20 for southern 
Missouri. We have a bulletin 
entitled “ How to Seed New Pas­ 
tures” which outlines recom­ 
mendations of the Missouri Col - 
lege of Agriculture pertaining 
to seeding pastures. These are 
available upon request at your 
County University Extension 
Center.

PASTURES OUTLINED 
Pasture seeding time is here, 
and Indications are that several 
Stoddard County fanners plan 
to seed permanent pastures 
this fall. 
Farmers very often ask us for 
information as to the best pas­ 
ture mixture for our area. Of 
course, the Ladino - orchard 
grass and the Ladino - fescue 
mixtures are the two most com­ 
monly-used mixtures, and we 
think they are about the best 
ones for our area. Both fescue 
and orchard grass have their 
advantages and disadvantages, 
and some like one best while 
other farmers prefer the other. 
Orchard grass seems to have 
some edge over fescue as far 
as palatability is concerned. On 
‘.he o lier land, fescue is more 


generally 
adapted to a wide 
range of soil and moisture con­ 
ditions than is orchard grass. 
It will grow successfully on wet­ 
ter soUs and is more resistant 
to drouth conditions than or­ 
chard grass. Too, if It is given 
a rest and allowed to build up 
a reserve during the summer 
and e a rly toll period, fescue will 
produce more late fall and win­ 
ter 
grazing than almost any 
other pasture grass including 
orchard grass.

Now is the time of year when most of the owners 
of America’s 7.5 million pleasure boats say a 
temporary farewell to their beloved craft until 
next spring. 
For 
some,

permanent, when owners decide to sell, dream­ 
ing hopefully of a bigger and better boat next 
ye ELT. 
Canny sailors are prowling the boat yards, 
looking for bargains. They reason that the 
best time to buy is when other people want to 
sell. It has been estimated that between a half 
and three-quarters of all pleasure boats were 
purchased used by their present owners - which 
makes used boats a big business and boat 
prices a subject of interest to a lot of people 
right now. 
And in these days of advancing technology, 
new materials and changing attitudes, a na­ 
tionwide survey just completed by Boats Un­ 
limited Corporation of Larchmont, N. J. re­ 
veals 
some startling information about boat 
prices. 
The study covered outboard boats from 14 
feet to 19 feet long, of aluminum, plastic and 
wood construction. It finds that, for compar­ 
able craft in this size range, aluminum boats 
retained their price leadership throughout the 
size range, 
and from top to bottom of the 
price range. 
Equally important to most boat owners is the 
matter of resale value. Since old-timers on the 
water consider the most important factor is 
the boat’s actual condition in relation to its new 
equivalent, the survey calculated resale prices 
as a percentage of replacement cost. On a 
four-year average basis, aluminum boats at 
resale commanded 71.5 percent of the 1963 
price, plastic 65.5 percent, 
and wood 65.9 
percent. 
But it would seem that large numbers of 
boating enthusiasts have found these things 
out for them selves without benefit of formal 
research, since the Boats Unlimited people 
have also reported that while one-third of all 
aluminum outboard boat

SINGLE STANDARD: 
IT’S ABOUT TIME 
Within the next few weeks, 
the 
residents of hundreds of 
com m unities 
throughout 
the 
country will be engaged in a 
m ass moving of clock andwath- 
hands, the annual autumn tran si­ 
tion from Daylight Saving 
to 
Standard Tim e. Operating on 
Standard 
time 
is something 
m ost of us take for granted, 
these days, but it was not always 
thus. Standard Time was not of­ 
ficially adopted in this country 
until 
1833, and when it was 
first proposed, it kindled up 
alm ost as many argum ents as 
might blaze into being if som e­ 
one today were to suggest chang­ 
ing the colors of Old Glory 
from 
red, white and blue to 
orange, pink and chartreuse. 
Before the establishm ent of 
Standard Time, people set their 
clocks according to the actual 
moment the sun stood over a 
p articu lar location. Every com­ 
munity operated on its own indi­ 
vidual 
tim e, and if the city 
spread out very far, the clocks 
on one side of town might be 
set a few minutes ahead o r 
behind the clocks on the other 
side of town. Rather an in­ 
convenience if one was trying 
to get to the bank before it 
closed, or to make a train on 
tim e. 


It was this problem of making 
train s as much as anything 
else that brought Standard Time 
into being. It was an A m eri­ 
can educator named C harles F . 
Dowd who first proposed the 
idea, but it was the railroad 
men of the United States and 
Canada who made it a reality. 
The notion was so resisted in 
som e quarters that it was not 
until 1884, over fifty years af­ 
te r Standard Time was adopted 
in the United States, that the 
idea of Standard Time zones 
was officially adopted by all the 
chief nations of the world. 
Now the surface of the earth 
is divided into 24 equal zones

Most people think of North 
A m erica as being divided into 
four tim e zones: E astern, Cen­ 
tral, Mountain and Pacific. Ac­ 
tually, there are m ore, F irs t, 
east of the Eastern Time zone, 
there is the Atlantic Time zone. 
On the other side of the conti­ 
nent, west of the Pacific Time 
zone, 
there is Juneau Tim e, 
C entral Alaskan Time, andalso 
Nome Tim e, representing a to­ 
tal of eight different tim e-zones 
on this continent alone. 


Our government has placed 
great 
em phasis on increasing 
the growth rate of our economy.

And, while we are busy at 
home, we will be facinga differ­ 
ent 
and 
difficult 
prospect 
abroad, In the European Eco­ 
nom ic Community, we will face 
stiff competition, m d we will 
have to become flexible enough 
to join in (hatcom petition, hold­ 
ing cur share of m arkets and in­ 
creasing it. 
In Latin A m erica, the O rient, 
and A frica, emerging nations 
and newly 
industrialized na­ 
tions will offer l>oth greatprob- 
lem s and great o pportune es for 
m arketing and growth. 
All advertising 
men agree 
that advertising is an in stru ­ 
ment of economic growth. We 
think of its role in expand­ 
ing m arkets, of its m issionary 
capacity to bring better ways 
of living to m ore and m ore 
people. 


The government is interested 
in this aspect of advertising. 
The Departm ent of C om m erce 
has 
asked 
the 
advertising 
groups represented on its Ad­ 
vertising Advisory Com m ittee 
to help in answering such basic 
questions as: 
What is the contribution of 
advertising to the growth of the 
gross national product? 
What is the contribution of 
new products to national growth, 
and how does advertising help 
in prom otion of new 
product 
introduction? 


What possibilities are there 
of cushioning business cycles 
with advertising expenditures? 
These are all good ques­ 
tions, They a re also difficult, 
and no ready answ ers exist for 
them . The last m ajor study of 
advertising and its economic ef­ 
fect is about 20 years old, and 
those 20 years have marked 
such a transform ation in our 
economy as to make that study 
seem more dated than it p er­ 
haps is. 
The Com mittee, working with 
the Departm ent, hopes to make 
a 
contribution 
to 
economic 
thinking on these subjects. It 
will tie a long, slow process. 
No results this year, next year, 
o r perhaps for the next five. 
But if it can be achieved, the 
benchmark in advertising’s re­ 
lations 
with econom ists 
and 
government which will be most 
helpful.

Washington, D. C.: -- Lyndon 
Johnson isn’t taking anything 
for granted — not even his 
powerful labor supjxirt. L ast 
Tuesday he staged a gathering 
in the White House’s E a s t 
Room with the kind of skillful 
personal direction that would 
make D arryl Zanuck appear 
an am ateur. He not only staged 
and directed it — he sta rre d 
with an unreported, off-the- 
reco rd speech which the union 
chiefs say was the most im ­ 
passioned 
soliloquy 
they’ve 
ev er heard. 
D uring this talk he disclosed 
his plans for A m erica during 
the years to come if he is 
elected. Mr. Johnson verbalized 
th e ir own visions. It was as 
though he had long been one 
of those inside their own high 
councils. 
Ho began his stage craft at 
l l a.m ., Sept. I., by personal­ 
ly putting in a phone call to 
M r. 
Labor, otherw ise known 
as AFL-CIO President George 
Meany. 
The la tte r had aeon 
elm .ring the annual meeting of 
the AFL-CIO 
166 - man Gen­ 
era l 
Board made up of the 
le ad e rs of all the federation’s 
unions. 
They were meeting of course, 
for tho specific purpose of en­ 
dorsing Mr. Johnson and blast­ 
ing Senator B arry Goldwater. 
The highlight 
of 
their 
one- 
day session was to have been 
a 
speech by Senator Hubert 
Hum phrey in the Hotel S tatler- 
Hilton conference room la ter 
in 
the 
day. 
But President 
Johnson told “ G eorge” this 
would not do. Just bring the 
en tire board over to the White 
House at 3:30, the President 
said. 
He too wanted to talk 
to the men who led m ost of 
A m erica’s unionized men and 
women.

launched 
thousands 
of cam ­ 
paigns. It all ieom ed too polite, 


too form al. 
He strode into the center of 
this circle of veterans of many 
political and industrial w ars. 
He told them he and they were 
allies. He spoke of th eir own 
goals as though he had read 
every resolution ever w ritten 
by AFL-CIO staffers. It was 
m ore than a pep talk. It was a 
program -- though Mr. John­ 
son did not have a note in his 
hand. They were im pressed by 
the specifics of it. 
What surprised most of them 
was the President’s pledge to 
help them get a sh o rter work 
week. This is their basic goal 
— a statutory 35-hour week for 
40 hours pay. They could not 
get such a prom ise from Su­ 
prem e Court Justice A rthur 
Goldberg when he was se c re ­ 
tary of labor. They could not 
get it from John F. Kennedy. 
They knew that such Cabinet 
m em bers as Secretary of the 
T reasury Douglas Dillon and 
other economic and fiscal ad­ 
visors had been warning Mr. 
Johnson not to yield to this 
clam oring demand of the labor 
leaders. 
But, 
instead of sticking to 
phrases like a “ better A m er­ 
ic a ,” 
he gave them his flat 
prom ise. 
To 
this he added 
pledges of wider federal so ­ 
cial program s and more spend­ 
ing for m assive projects. 
Then he spoke of the political 
w ars and" how he needed their 
help to defeat Son. Goldwater. 
He reeled off the resu lts of all 
so rts of polls -- what women, 
young voters and Negroes were 
thinking politically, where he 
was stronger and where he was 
running behind the Arizonan and 
how M r.

is a good place for both fescue 
and orchard grass In the pasture 
program on many farm s. 
Speaking of palatability, I think 
there is onp fact that we just 
have to face here In this area, 
and that is that we do not grow 
very palatable grasses here. 
As you know brome grass which

climatic conditions here 
are just not conducive to the 
production of palatable grasses 
One important thing to think 
about as far as palatability is 
concerned is including Ladino 
Clover in the pasure mixture. 
Pastures with a good mixture 
of Ladino are much more pala­ 
table than pastures consisting 
of grasses alone. This is evi­ 
denced o*. the fact that cattle 
usually show a preference for 
those spots in the pasture field 
where the Ladino is heaviest. 
Now, I realize that there is a 
certain amount of danger of 
bloat in cattie where Ladino is 
used, and some farm ers are r e ­ 
luctant to use as much Ladino 
as the’, should because of this 
dancer. Farm ers have learned, 
however, 
that 
with 
proper 
management of cattle on pas­ 
ture, bleat can be held to a 
minimum. Ladino will do much 
to improve the pliability of the 
pasture and increase livestock 
gains from pastures; therefore, 
we suggest that seeding rates 
recommended by the University 
of Missouri Coliege of Agricul­ 
ture be followed as far as both 
Ladino 
and grasses are con­ 
cerned. 
The recommended time for 
seeding permanent pastures Is 
September I to 20 for southern 
M issouri. We have a bulletin 
entitled “ How to Seed New Pas­ 
tures*’ which outlines recom­ 
mendations of the Missouri Col­ 
lege of Agriculture pertaining 
to seeding pastures.

Shepley also has charged that 
Hearnes put pressure on Dalton 
to abandon his idea of calling a
